Mr. Bruce, accompanied by Mr. Ham- 
tmond and the other men of the party, 
etarted down and made a record drive ot 
nine miles in 44 .ninutes ali down a 
grade of nut less than 10 percent. The 
ladies were brought down later aud 
remained there while the fight with the 
fire wae the hardest, lasting all that day, 
all that night and the next day. The 
party arriving io Wilmer Saturday even 
jog completely wou vut with work aud 
excitement. They were a hard louking 
eight fur a party of plessure-reekets, 
their clothes being covered wits asher 
and dust aud their faces beemeared with 
charcoal. Their experiences and the 
sights they witnessed wae cause for u 
great deal of discussion by the party up 
to the time they left here. Nu one who 
hae uever seen a forest fire in dhe moun- 
taine at night can bave any conception 
of fits wondrous beauty and ite weird- 
ness. 


When Officer Cameron went up Toby 
creek last week and found the ludiane 
who started the fire, he discovered they | 
had iu their possession two deer and one 
goat ekin, consequeutly he laid a charge 
againet Isaac, Louie and Moses for 
killing game out of seaeon. They ap- 
peared before E. J. Scovil, S.M., on 
Monday, when the Indian Policeman, 
Louie Storigan, acting as interpreter, 
urked to be allowed to talk. He said 
that last epring Indian Agent Galbraith 
had sent for him aud all the Lludian 
chiela to meet at Fort Steele. When 
they met Mr, Galbraith told them they 
were to tell all the Indians not to kil! 
any game out of season unless they were 
hungry. Uf they were hungry they could 
kill any game, but they mast not waste 
or sell any game. 
resident farmers or Indians may kill 
deer for their own or familien’ use only, 
the charge of killing deer was with- 
drawn. Jeaac pleaded guilty to killing 
the goat, but in view of how Mr. Gal- 
Draith was reported to have inatructed 
the Indians the magistrate dismissed the 
case alter carefully informing the Indians 
present that they were only allowed to 
kill buck deer ‘out of season, It may be 
added that Policeman Lonie Storigan is 
considered very honest and the most 
intelligent Indian here and transacte all 
the important business for the two Re- 
serves in thie valley.

A Big Forest Hire 


Indian Pays $50 for Burning Out a 
Porcupine--Great Damage Done 
up Toby Creek 


Last week some Indians who were hunting up Toby 
creek started a fire on the south side of the creek for the 
purpose, they said, of burning out a porcupine, near the 
13-mile post. Although the Indians claim to have cleared | 
a space around the tree the fire has since done an enormous 
amount of damage and is yet burning, and it was only by 
the greatest diligence and hard work that even greater 
damage was prevented. 

A reporter went up the creek on Sunday to view the 
conflagration and the devastation witnessed was appalling. 
While the entire Columbia valley was darkened by the 
smoke and the monntains near by hidden from view, the 
smoke became more dense as the creek was followed up} 
and ashes and cinders permeated the air. The fire had 
burned down the south side of the creek to near the 11-mile 


post and was followed up over three miles and as far as 
could be seen beyond that it was burning, extending over 
a distance of fully four miles. It had also gone high up

Taken altogether, it is a 
dry place, for the evaporation per annum 
would need to be expressed in feet, in- 
stead of inches. Water has been con- 
served by building the Stephen’s creek 
reservoir; but it is a pity, considering 
the necessity of a plentitul supply of 
clear water, the trees and shrubs plant- 
ed yeare ago had to be neglected, and 
only the hardy pepper trees have sur- 
vived.

thie building be comsecrated to the wor- 
ship of God Almighty, according to the 
lawe, rites and usagee of the Church of 
England in Canada and of no other 
religious body and that it be kept free 
trom all common, profane and secular 
uses, by the name of St. Peter’s’’, pre- 
ceded his Lordship to the chancel rail, 
where the service of consecration wae 
completed. In his addrees the Bishop 
expressed hie appreciation of the way in 
which the church had been built ap 
since its removal to Windermere from 
Donald. He also congratulated the peo- 
ple on their good work and hoped they 
would continue to work together. 

On Sunday morning a confirmation 
service was held by the Bishop. There 
were several candidates and would have 
been more if they had not been unavoid- 
ably detained. Hie addrese, dealing 
with the duties of the members of the 
church, was lietened to with great inter- 
est by all.

Again we regret that we 
must call the atiention of the 
powers that be to the woful 
destruction of our magnifi- 
cent forests by fire. In look- 
ing back at The Outcrop file 
it is noted that at this season 
we have had the same un- 
pleasant duty since its ‘in- 
ception five years ago. During 


that time the government has 
changed administerations at 
different times, yet none of 
them have really done any- 
thing towards the propection 
of this valuable asset belong- 
to the people. Year after 
year the boards of trade :lo 
their best to have some mea- 
sure of protection granted, 
but all to little or no avail. 
-\nd year after vear the news- 
papers of the province bewail 
this procrastination and tell 
with “flash” headings of the 
damage done by the fires and 
the losses sustained. 

Every year millions of dol- 
Jars worth of timber are de- 
voured by flames, when a few 
hundred dollars paid out to 
fire warden might have saved 
most of it. 

It is, indeed, regrettable to 
see Our mountains thus de- 
nuded of their wealth and if 
this is allowed to go on our 
picturesque scenery will give 
place to great barren rocks 
that will be far from attrac- 
tive or pleasing to the eye. 

The loss of these forests is
